THE SHIELD OR ESCUTCHEON 1S THE FIELD ON WHICH THE BEARINGS ARE 
GROUPED; IT 1S DESCRIBED AS "vERT'' MEANING GREEN = SIGNIFYING MIRTH, 
LOVE, GLADNESS. 


A CHEVERON MEANS A BAR OF TWO PIECES COMING TOGETHER, RAFTED 
LIKE, FORMING AN INVERTED 'V', 


THE WIDTH OF THE ARMS 1S ONE FIFTH OF THE LENGTH OF THE SHIELD; 
ITS ORNAMENTATION 1S DESCRIBED AS OR MEANING GOLD OR YELLOW = 
SIGNIFYING POWER OR SOVEREIGNTY. 


AMONG ANIMALS ON COAT OF ARMS THE LION HOLDS MOST IMPORTANT PLACE,

THE OLD FITCH HOMESTEAD THE FITCH TOMBSTONE 
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EARLY HISTORY OF THE FITCH FAMILY 


There is some question as to whether the Fitch Family descended from the Normans or the 
Saxons. Several distinguished Fitch men who have made a study of the family history think 
the family goes back to the Norman Conquest of 1066 AD and give this as proof: ‘‘Morant’s 
History of County Essex, England says that Robert de Gernon came from France with William 
the Conqueror. William the Conqueror gave to this Robert Gernon, his blood relative, the 
manor of Waysbury as a special donation. Gernon held it as part of his barony of which the 
head was at Stanstead-Montfichet in Essex. He built a castle on a hill which he presented to 
his son William de Gernon who dropped the name de Gernon and assumed the name Mont- 
fitchet. William married Margaret, daughter of Gilbert, second Lord of Clare. They had a 
son Gilbert de Montfitchet who had a son Richard de Montfitchet. He was one of the barons 
at Runnymede in 1225 AD who wrested the charter from King John and was one of the 
twenty-five barons appointed to rule the realm. In 1236 he was made Justice of the Royal 
Forest in Essex and in 1242 High Sheriff of Essex, and Hertfordshire and Governor of Hert- 
fordshire Castle. His third son, Roger de Montfitchet, had a son John who tired of the pre- 
fix ‘‘Mont”’ and spelled his Fitche, leaving off the ‘‘t’’. He was granted Armorial bearings in 
the year 1263 and was of the ‘’Fitch Castle of the North” in 1294.” 


Professor Asa Fitch was of the opinion that the English Fitches were not Norman but Saxon. 
He compiled a genealogy, which was never published. At his death the manuscript was de- 
posited with the New York Genealogical Society and can be seen at the Society’s Building 

in New York City. He believed that the Fitches are one of the old Anglo-Saxon families of 
England who came over when they subdued the Ancient Britons and drove them into Wales 
and Cornwall and that they settled in East Saxony or Essex about 530 AD. 


“In the Herald’s Visitations to Essex the Fitch Family is traced back step by step to William 
the second son of John Fitch who was living in Fitch Castle in the parish of Widdington in 
the North West part of Essex in the twenty-second year of the reign of Edward |, 1294 AD, 
two hundred years before Columbus discovered America. 


Whatever race we came from we do know that John Fitch of ‘‘Fitch Castle of the North” in 
Widdington, County Essex, is the direct ancestor of the four Fitch brothers who settled in 
Connecticut, and that he was living in 1294 AD. His name appears as of that date in the 
ancient records of the British Museum, London. Members of the Fitch Family bore a coat 
of arms through the centuries as substaintiated by the Ancient Records of the College of 
Arms, and the British Museum,” 


William Fiche (Fyche) Second son of John Fitch who lived in Fitch Castle of the 
North in 1294 AD. b. about 1400. Received a grant of lands~- 
in the Manor of Widdington, Essex County, January 18, 1441. 
Bought other lands there from Richard Pelworth January 16, 
1459. Death reported at Court of Manor held April 24, 1468.

John Fytche Found to be heir of his father by Inquisitions April 24, 1466 
and May 14, 1467. He was then thirty years old. His death 
was reported at the Court of Manor of Widdington held 
April 9, 1468.

Found to be heir of his father by Inquisition April 9, 1468, 
he being then three years old. He was admitted to his inherit- 
ance November 8, 1487 and to his mother’s lands in Widding- 
ton November 9, 1514. His death was reported at the Court 
of Manor of Widdington November 5, 1514 and at the Court 
of Manor of Lindsell December 23, 1514. M. Agnes Alger, 
also Algore, only child and heir of Robert Algore, Lord of 
the Castle Brasonhead and other lands. She was admitted 
tenent of her father’s lands December 21, 1493. She died 
before September 25, 1533. 


Of Panfield and Bocking, Essex County, England. He was ad- 
mitted tenant of Hartshede etc. in Lindsell (being his mother’s 
lands) September 25, 1533. He was mentioned in the Court 
of Rolls of Widdington May 6, 1546. Held a house and free- 
land in Bocking and a house in Bredford Street there which 
he bought of William Dobson. His will, dated January 1558/9 
was proved February 22, following in the Consistory Court of 
London, England. M. Margery - - - - - who was the sole execu- 
trix of her husband’s will 1559. 


Of Braintree aforesaid, afterwards of Sudbury and subsequently 
of Edwardstone, Suffolk County. Mentioned in his father’s will 
of 1559, he being then 21. Bought a house and land in Balling- 
don Essex County from John Sheppearde (Fine Michelmas 1603). 
Mentioned as deceased in the will of his cousin Thomas Fitch of 
Margaretting, 1606. His will dated May 1605 was proved June 18 
following P.C.C. 

M. first, Joan Thurgood of Elsenham, Essex County, at Canfield. 
Marriage license (Bishop of London) September 13, 1574. 

Second wife, Bridget, widow firstly of John Goss of Edwardstone 


secondly of John French of Edwardstone whose will, dated Jan- 


uary 1602, was proved March 3 following P.C.C. Died August 29 
1603, buried at Edwardstone 30th of same month. 

Third wife, Joane, widow of - - - - - Taylor. Mentioned in her 
husband’s will of 1605. 


He was the eldest son of George Fitch and Joan Thurgood Fitch. 
He was born 1590 and christened 1598. He was a great land 
owner and cloth manufacturer. He was possessed of a large 
amount of real and personal property for that day as evidenced 
by the fact that his wife, was required to give bond for as much 
as 2000 pounds. He died January 1632. His will was dated 
December 1632 and proved February 12, 1632/3. 

M. Anne, daughter of John Reve of Gosfield Essex County at 
St. Mary’s Church in Bocking Essex County, August 8, 1611. 
Sole executrix to her father’s will 1633 and to her son Nathaniel 
1649. After her husband’s death she accompanied four of her 
sons to the New World and was living with her son Joseph in 
Hartford, Connecticut in 1669.

M. Anne Stacie, daughter of William Stacie of Bocking on 
November 1, 1632. He served in the Parliamentary Wars in 
England and came to America in 1650. He was known as 
“MR" in 1654. In 1655 Thomas Fitch and Richard Olm- 
stead were appointed by the colony of Norwald to ‘‘Look 
after the Indians’. They had under their command eighteen 
horsemen, four of whom were from Norwalk. They must 
have had a quieting effect on the Indians as they did not 
cause the people of Norwalk much trouble until 1675. In 
1655, Thomas Fitch was chosen by the town of Norwalk, 
clerk of their Train Band and confirmed as ‘’ Recorder of 
Laws’ by the General Court February 26, 1659. He was 
Selectman in 1659, King’s Commissioner in 1669 and every 
year thereafter for twenty-five years. He was Deputy to the 
General Court in 1673, 1676, 1680-86, 1691-2, and 1694 
and Deputy Governor of Connecticut. At the town meeting 
held December 28, 1686, the ‘“Towne did vote Mr. Thomas 
Fitch for to be seated in the upper, great round seat in the 
Meeting House as he is the King’s Commissioner”. 


Born in Bocking, Essex County on December 24, 1622. He 
was the first of the four brothers to come to America, arriv- 
ing in 1638 aged sixteen years as stated on the inscription of 
gravestone in the old cemetary in Lebanon, Connecticut. He 
finished his theological training under the Reverend Thomas 
Hooker and Reverend Samuel Stone. Cotton Mather placed 
the Reverend James in his second class of New England min- 
isters, consisting of ‘“young scholars whose education for 

their designed ministry not being finished, came over from 
England with their friends and had their education perfected 

in this country before the college was old enough in maturity 
to bestow its laurels’’. Rev. James Fitch was ordained at 
Saybrook, Connecticut in 1646 as the first minister of the 
newly founded church. The ceremony a Congregational 
ordination in the strictest sense of the term, was graced by the 
presence of Rev. Hooker and Rev. Stone. In May 1659, the 
people of Saybrook signed a petition making application to the 
General Court of Connecticut for permission to found a new 
settlement, at Norwich. This permission was granted. There 
was a good deal of contention as to whether Rev. James Fitch 
would go to Norwich or remain at Saybrook as he was greatly 
beloved by both sides. After solemn prayer and great delibera- 
tion, he decided to go with the majority and considered such as 
his duty. This left Saybrook without a pastor for over ten 
years. In his later years the Rev. James Fitch retired to Lebanon 
Connecticut which he founded in 1702 and named in memory 
of the “‘lofty Cedars of Lebanon” famed in the Bible as being 
used by Solomon to build the Temple. 


Samuel Fitch Mentioned in his father’s will of 1632 and that of his brother 
Nathaniel in 1648. The earliest positive record of him is that 
he was engaged in 1650 to keep the school of, Hartford for 
three years beginning January 1, 1649/50 and was a freeman 
in 1651. He is spoken of as ‘‘MR” which proves that he rank- 
ed as a gentleman. Like his brothers he was prominent in local 
affairs. He was representative to the General Court 1654-55, 
He married Mrs. Susannah Whiting, widow of “Worshipful 
Mr. William Whiting’ of Hartford Connecticut. He died in 
1659. 


Joseph Fitch Mentioned in his father’s will of 1632 and that of his brother 
Nathaniel in 1648. He was the youngest of four brothers. 
He settled in Norwalk with his oldest brother Thomas but re- 
mained there only three years. He sold his property to Mark 
St. John (Sention) and went from Norwalk to Northampton, 
Massachusetts in 1655, and then back to Hartford in 1660. 
He married Mary Stone, youngest daughter of the Rev. Samuel 
Stone. Before 1672, he removed to Windsor, Conn. where he 
purchased a twentieth part of the town. He was alive in 1713. 
He was Representative to the General Council. 1662-1668. His 
farm was situate near the boundary lines of the present towns 
of East Hartford and East Windsor, Connecticut. One of his 
descendants was Lieutenant John Fitch of steam boat fame. 


There has been much uncertainty as to the exact date of the arrival of these four Fitch brothers 
and their Mother in America. Samuel and Joseph are mentioned in the will of their brother 

- Nathaniel in 1648 as living in England. Thomas, Samuel and Joseph are on Colonial Records of 
1650 so apparently they came sometime between 1648 and 1650. James came first in 1638. 
Thomas and Joseph are among the founders of Norwalk. Joseph was living with his mother in 
Hartford on October 21, 1669 and Samuel is mentioned as a school teacher in Hartford, 
Connecticut.

The Hartford, Connecticut records tell of the appointment of John Fitch of Can- 
terbury, on May 25, 1777 to Lieutenant Commissary Department of the Connec- 
ticut State troops. He assigned his title to a grant of land, now the old homestead, 
to his two sons, Gideon and Nathaniel, who were half-brothers. The assignment is 
on file at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania State Capitol and signed by a mark; he could not 
write. The above is important for reference and is indisputable. This is John Fitch, 
father of Gideon and Nathaniel. Also note that his grandmother was Alice Fitch.

This grant was given Connecticut settlers and stockholders of the Connecticut Company 
after they had been evicted from their original lands in Wyoming Valley after a civil war 
of about twenty years duration. (See early history (colonial) of the Pennamite Wars.) 

By an act of the Pennsylvania Legislature in 1799, known as the Pennamite Act, and equal 
amount of land north of the Lackawanna River was granted to the disposed holders. This 
land was not nearly so good, and it was outside the hard coal belt. This, notwithstanding 
the king of England’s grant to the Connecticut Company, is dated fourteen years before 
the grant by the king to William Penn. John Fitch was so put out that he refused to ever 
live on the land given to him. Giving it to his sons, Gideon and Nathaniel, he went back 
to Connecticut and died there in 1815. (See early history of Wyoming Valley.) There 
was much litigation over this title. It was tried once in New Jersey. Judge Jenkins and 
other leading lawyers of that day were on hand and proved that their grant ante-dated 
Penn’s grant by fourteen years. They showed their deed from the Iriquois Indians where- 
by they paid them a certain number of fish hooks, beads and red flannel. (This so called 
Albany deed is in the museum at Philadelphia. An old Indian Chief signed it by a mark 
in the sheepskin, having dipped his whole hand in ink and placed it on the deed.) After 
all this was proven, the attorney for the Quakers got up and said that the king gave you 
the land first but he gave it to us last. Therefore it is ours, for according to English law 
at that time, the king alone had the right to change his mind - - - and the court or com- 
mission so heed. 
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Vi. Nathaniel Fitch was born in 1781, Canterbury, Connecticut (Windham) and died at 
Falls Township, Wyoming County, Pennsylvania, on September 14, 1839. He was 
buried in the Fitch Cemetery on the old homestead there. His wife was Sarah 
Keeler. They were married on August 29, 1801 in Falls Township and lived all 
their lives on the old homestead there. 


Sarah Keeler was born in Ridgefield, Connecticut, June 26, 1785. She was the 
daughter of Paul Keeler, Jr. who was born April 9, 1756 and Sarah Burt Cornwall. 
They were married in Ridgefield, Connecticut on February 7, 1775. Paul Keeler, 
Jr. was a trumpeter in the Revolutionary Army in Sheldon’s Light Horse Brigade 
from the state of Connecticut. His father was Paul Keeler, Sr. was born in 1720 
and was the son of Joseph Keeler born in 1683. Joseph was the son of Ralph 
Keeler who was born in England in 1613 and came to Hartford, Connecticut in 
1640. His will is on file at Fairfield, Connecticut, dated August 20, 1672.

Vil. Nathaniel Fitch, Jr. was born July 9, 1806 at Tunkhannock Falls Township, 
Wyoming County, Pennsylvania. He was*’‘bound out” for six years to learn the 
blacksmith trade and gunsmith’s to a party in Easton, Pennsylvania by his father. 
(Easton was about 100 miles from his home.) He came home, (said to have run 
away) in about eight months, but he had the trade. He opened a shop on the old 
homestead in partnership with his brother Giles. After Giles learned the trade, 
Nat, as he was called, said there wasn’t enough work for two, so he sold and went 
west alone through the woods, his only baggage being his rifle, hatchet, and a 
sack of salt. Giles visited him in Fort Wayne. The story of Nathaniel’s courtship 
and marriage is a good one. On June 4, 1840, Nathaniel married Sarah Elizabeth 
DeLong, who was born May 29, 1818 at Dayton, Miami County, Ohio.

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NATHANIEL FITCH 


Nathaniel Fitch came empty-handed to the wilderness. Astute and intelligent, he had 

learned for himself numerous trades being blacksmith, gunsmith, locksmith, with which he 
speedily made himself indispensable. Starting from Pennsylvania with but 15 cents in his 
pocket, a bandana handkerchief with all his worldly possessions, and a rifle which he con- 
sidered an essential part of his equipment, he was obliged to walk, and earn his board en 
route. His life had already been full of adventure. Before he came to Indiana he had been 
shot in the leg during a wolf hunt; and again while crossing Lake Erie on a side-wheel steamer, 
their ship was caught in a gale, and one shaft disabled. In this predicament, in which ruin 
seemed inevitable, they were saved by the stratagem of breaking the other shaft. Not only 
the wild beast inhabited the forests at the time when Nathaniel set up his forge, but Indians 
were still very numerous, and though subdued, were by no means fully civilized. On one 
occasion he was obliged to ask an Indian, who had a gun to mend, to wait, whereat the Indian 
became enraged and sprang at him with a knife drawn. Mr. Fitch was sharpening a shovel at 
the moment, and an old story quaintly states that the Indian would probably been hurt with 
the shovel had not the chief, Chopine, intervened. 


Among other notable things recorded to Mr. Fitch’s credit is his work for the canal, for which 
he made all the iron used in the locks from Fort Wayne to the Wabash River. 


He was married in 1840 to Sarah Elizabeth DeLong, the daughter of George and Elizabeth 
DeLong. This marriage was the first celebrated after the organization of Perry Township, 
and within the township borders. He was a self-made blacksmith, and a man of all-around 
ability, whose forge was the first to be set up in Perry Township, the date being 1837. Mr. 
Fitch developed one of the excellent farms of the county, was active in community affairs 
and served for a number of years as township trustee. He was about seventy years of age at 
the time of his death and his widow, one of the gracious and revered pioneer women of the 
county, attained to the venerable age of ninety years. 


Nathaniel Fitch eventually became one of the largest landholders in the county, owning 
2,300 acres of land besides which he became owner of lands in lowa. He was one of the 
most vigorous and ambitious of the pioneers of Allen County and in addition to his farm 
industry and his work as a blacksmith, owned and operated a saw mill near the DeKalb 
County line and developed also a substantial wool-carding business. He was especially well 
known for his great pedestrian powers, and he almost invariably made trips to and from his 
farm to Fort Wayne on foot. 


Fifteen children were born to Nathaniel and Sarah, thirteen of whom out-lived their parents, 
who reared them in comfort while amassing a large property. 


Perry Centre Seminary, was an institution founded in 1856 by Nathaniel Fitch, Jacob Kell 
and George B. Gloyd, and notwithstanding its short existence, bore strong witness to the 
quality of Perry Township people. It was a flourishing institution for five years, during which 
time it gave a start to men and women who have since made a name for themselves and the 
township. At the breaking out of the Civil War, the seminary faculty and all its adult students 
enlisted, which was praiseworthy and has happened to other schools with like result, namely, 
it was deserted and at the close of the war its scattered pupils were grown up or had found 
other openings. It was too late to resuscitate the once promising educational center. The 
building went to decay, and is only remembered by what it has done.

MATHIAS FITCH was the second son of Nathaniel Fitch and Sarah DeLong. He was born 
January 16, 1843, in a log cabin near where Nathaniel’s large new house was soon to be built. 
On December 1, 1867, he was united in marriage with Frances, daughter of James and Rebecca 
Vandolah, also of Perry Township. Frances Vandolah was born February 19, 1843, in Perry 
Township. They were blessed with nine children, six of which grew to adulthood, Schuyler, 
John, Walter, Bessie, Altha, and Beatrice. 

Mathias farmed 240 acres in Perry Township and made a specialty of raising sheep. 
He also owned farmland in lowa. He ran the water-powered saw mill that was on his farm as 
his father, Nathaniel, had done before him. The saw mill was a one-story building 60 x 20 ft. 
Mathias took over the operation of the mill about 1870 and installed a feed-grinder. He con- 
tinued the operation of the mill until 1908 when it was abandoned. This mill was in continu- 
ous operation for 68 years. 

Mathias was a member of the ‘’Regulators’’, an organization formed to rid the coun- 
try of outlaws. David Fitch, his brother, and Jacob Kell were also members of this courageous 
organization. 

Mathias died December 10, 1923, and is buried in the Perry Cemetery near Hunter- 
town, Indiana. Frances was buried beside her husband.
